WAR OPPOSITION 
VOICED BY GREEN 


Labor Should Outlaw 
Force in International 
Relations, He Says 


A strong appeal to working men 
and women in all countries to op- 
pose war as a method for settling 
international disputes featured a 
Labor day statement issued by 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

In addition, he emphasized the 
increased strength of the Amer- 
ean Federation of Labor and its 
consecration to democratic ideas, 
urged a union of all elements to 
solve such fundamental problems 
as unemployment and _ business 
stagnation, and expressed a fervent 
hope for the realization of unity in 
the labor movement. 

President Green said: 

We celebrate Labor day this year 
in an atmosphere of international 
gravity and domestic concern. 

Never before has it been so clear 
that human security depends on 
human tolerance and the rule of 
reason. Never before have the 
baser impulses of hate, intolerance, 
force and autocracy appeared more 
dangerous and menacing to the 
entire world. 

The workers of America appeal 
to their fellow workers in Europe 
to meet their present crisis in a 
spirit of tolerance and reason. Rise 
up and let your voice be heard. 
You do not want war any more 
than we in America do. Let the 
leaders of your nations know that 
and there will be no war.”

Contracts in Utah, California, Oregon and Texas 
Provide Outstanding Benefits for 
Hundreds of Union Members 


Noteworthy benefits for mem- 


bers of the international brother- 
hood of electrical workers have re- 
cently been gained through agree- 
ments negotiated by the brother- 
hood. 


The agreement finalized with 
California-Oregon Power company, 
covering employes in southern Ore- 
gon and northern California, in- 
cludes the 40-hour week, shop to 
shop time and home to home time 
on emergency work, time and one- 
half for overtime, minimum of two 
hours’ pay on any call, protection 
of service to the public, liberal 
seniority plan, complete protection 
for all hazards, apprentice rules, 
paid annual vacations, paid sick 
leave and other beneficial provi- 
sions. 


In Utah, all neon sign companies 
have signed a brotherhood of elec- 
trical workers’ agreement  stipu- 
lating union conditions in the man- 
ufacture, fabrication and installa- 
tion of neon signs. All electrical 
work is to be done by members of 
I. B. E. W. local unions in Ogden 
and Salt Lake City. 

The Utah agreement includes 
wages and working conditions for 
the manufacture, bending, repair- 
ing and pumping of all luminous 
tubes, together with the installa- 
tion, alteration or dismantling of 
all electric and neon sign displays 
including the wiring, assembly, 
service and maintenance of all 
such displays over the entire state 
on all work done by the eight com- 
panies signatory to the agreement. 


In Texas the Massman Construc- 
tion company has signed an agree- 
ment to employ members of the 
electrical workers’ brotherhood ex- 
clusively on the Grand River dam 


project near Fort Worth with pro- 
vision for union conditions of em- 
ployment. PWA wage scales and 
classifications for the project are 
stipulated as satisfactory to both 
the union and the company. 

In Florida, the Florida Power 
corporation of St. Petersburg 
signed an agreement with the 
brotherhood covering all employes 
in the distribution department. 
The exclusive bargaining provision 
accorded the union by the agree- 
ment includes linemen, working 
foremen, groundmen, substation 
mechanics, truck drivers, trouble 
men, helpers, and all apprentices 
in the various classifications. 

In Wisconsin, the agreement ne- 
gotiated with the Wisconsin Tele- 
phone company of Superior recog- 
nizes Local Union No. B-201 of the 
electrical workers’ brotherhood as 
the sole collective bargaining agent 
for employes in the company’s 
traffic division. 

The agreement includes provi- 
sions for a union shop, stipulates 
paid annual vacations of one, two 
and three weeks and daily carfare 
for those living more than three- 
quarters of a mile (air-line) from 
their work place. The work week 
of 40 hours is skillfully worked out 
to cover characteristics of  tele- 
phone work in its continuity of 
service to the public with extra 
wage payment provided for on 
other than what would be consid- 
ered day shifts. 

A lengthy wage schedule cover- 
ing all positions is attached to the 
pact, time and a half for overtime 
is specified, seniority rules de- 
tailed, conditions under which 
leave of absence may be taken are 
stipulated and grievance  proce- 
dure is scheduled.

The American Federation of La- 
bor is carrying these fundamental 
rights of democracy into our ece- 
nomic system. We hope to do this 
in a peaceful manner through col- 
lective and cooperative action with 
the leaders of industry.

members of labor unions, their 
families and friends, by the Union 
Label Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor. 
They are the only means of main- 
taining the labor standards that 
have been established through col- 
lective bargaining. 


The union label is the emblem 
used to designate the products 
which are made by unionized in- 


dustries. The shop card and service 
button are the emblems of union 
services. Workers should recipro 
cate with “fair” employers in buy- 
ing only products of unionized in- 
dustry. The A. F, of L. union label 
and industrial exhibitions recently 
held in Cincinnati and San Fran- 
cisco are outstanding examples of 
“Labor’s effort to secure for ‘fair’ 
employers our vast union market.” 

But if business expects to be re- 
lieved of high taxes and govern- 
mental control it must take up the 
slack of unemployment. Industrial- 
ists should co-operate with leaders 
of labor and find a way to absorb 
the millions of idle men. 

The American labor movement 
believes it can be done by shorten- 
ing hours and thus giving workers 
an equitable share in the gains 
made by new inventions of labor- 
saving devices. Surely there must 
be enough leadership in the busi- 
ness and labor spheres to work out 
our common problems without the 
aid of politicians. 

Labor desires protective laws 
and social security legislation. We 
wish to define the place where la- 
bor unions leave off and the state 
begins. We do not question the 
fact that political authority ought 
to do something about bettering 
economic conditions but what it 
should do and how far it should go 
is the real problem. 

The experience of our union 
brothers in some European coun- 
tries should teach us that once the 
government succeeds in dominating 
the economic field it finds little 
difficulty in extending its control 
to every human endeavor. 

It is more important now for the 
American people to buy union la- 
bel products than it has been in 
any other period of our history. 
Industry has taken advantage of 
new machinery which is displac- 
ing millions of workers. These men 
who are discharged will never 
again find work in the same in- 
dustries, unless the hours of the 
day or week are shortened to take 
up the slack caused by this mod- 
ern trend. Shorter hours is the 
only remedy and it is one method 
of creating more jobs advocated 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor. With the shorter work day or 
the shorter work week more Amer- 
icans will obtain employment. This 
in turn will create greater purchas- 
ing power. More purchases mean 
more goods will have to be pro- 
duced and more jobs will be cre- 
ated in allied industries such as 
agriculture, mining, transporta- 
tion, and merchandising. This is 
the best solution. It is the logical 
program of organized labor.

Electrical Workers Negotiate IT'S IN THE CIO, NOT THE AFL 


Communistic Activities and Bridges Case 
Belong Strictly in the CIO; A. F. of L. 


Wants No Part of Either 


The testimony of Miles Humphreys, ex-communist or- 
ganizer and ex-CIO organizer, in the Harry Bridges trial, 
was not only important government testimony but also im- 
portant because of its reflection of general trades union 


activity. 


Humphreys’ testimony, although sensational in the part 
it played against Bridges, was a link in the chain of evi- 
dence that binds certain labor activities with the general 
operation of the labor section of the communist party. 
Some of this testimony has been supplied by Bridges him- 
self who testified, under oath, that it made no difference to 
him what party a union man belonged to and that he has 
often asked for and secured the aid of the communits party 
in his efforts to control the maritime unions subsequent 
to their swing into CIO. The Bridges testimony was to the 
effect that if the communist party could aid him in carry- 
ing out his plans he would co-operate with them. He testi- 
fied that he had done this and also stated that communist 
activity had aided in the 1934 and 1936 strikes. 

The broad picture that has shaped itself in the Angel 
island trial, shows communist activity within the ranks of 
a number of maritime unions, undermining A. F. of L. 
policy, democratic procedure, creating dissention, gaining 
influence in various locals by packing meetings and jam- 
ming resolutions concocted at secret meetings. It is a weird 
tale of disruptive activity, engineered by Bridges and other 
leaders, some of whom he has admitted to be communists. 
It was when these influences gained control that the mari- 
time federation swung to CIO. 

Miles Humphreys, while organizer for the communist 
party and the CIO, admitted taking part in activities of this 
nature. His testimony tied Bridges to the same wagon. He 
mentioned other names, among them Estoly Ward, secre- 
tary of the CIO council of Alameda county. 

Throughout the trial, names of CIO leaders in the coun- 
try, designated as members of the communist party, have 
crept into the record. Not one American Federation of 
Labor official has his name on any one of the 7,000 pages 
of transcript, with the communist tag attached to him. 
Bridges testified to the fact that the American Federaion 
of Labor locals will no permit a communist to remain in a 
union, if they prove that he is a communist, 

So it is very definite that the American Federation of 
Labor, and coming close to home, the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council and the Labor Council of Ala- 
meda County cannot tolerate communist activity, much less 
communist domination of trade union activity. 

But this does not prove that communism politely steers 
clear of activity within American Federation of Labor 
ranks. It is only natural that the same elements, engineered 
by the same leaders that worked the CIO swing of the 
maritime unions, are attempting to execute a similar de- 
sign from within American Federation of Labor locals. The 
announcement that CIO is about to raid the building trades 
industry leads one to believe that the nucleus or ground 
work has been layed in some of the building trades locals. 
We can only go by precedent. We must use the maritime 


situation as an example. 


So it behooves us to stifle subversive activity from with- 
in as we battle to maintain the solidarity of the A. F. of L. 
unions against the insidious raiding tactics from without. 

We must be alert to see that no budding Bridges, Lam- 
berts, Schmidts, Schneidermans, Elaine Blacks, Schumak- 


ers, Wards, Slabys, Todds, 


Jacksons, et als, are boring 


from within our local unions. We must also be alert and 
weed out any of the agents or henchmen of these people 
who are working within the labor movement. 

The Bridges case is strictly within the confines of the 
CIO, it has no connection whatsoever with the American 


Federation of Labor. 


MONOPOLY TAKES TRIBUTE FROM 
“KIDDIES’” PENCILS F.T.C. SHOWS 


A big monopoly can grow from 
even a little lead pencil, the federal 
trade commission revealed this 
week when it ordered 13 pencil 
manufacturers to “discontinue un- 
lawful restraint of competition 
through fixing and maintaining 
uniform prices and other  prac- 
tices.” 

The commission said the manu- 
facturers formed an association in 
1929 to stop a price war, and since 
then have not only fixed prices, 
but also “limited the styles, grades 
and qualities of pencils.’”’ This so- 


called “standardization” was along 
lines recommended to various in- 
dustries by Herbert Hoover, when 
he was secretary of commerce. 

Every child who carries a pen- 
cil to school pays tribute to this 
price-fixing ring, but it is only one 
of more than a hundred monopoly 
groups found by the commission. 
At recent hearings before Senator 
O’Mahoney’s monopoly committee, 
F. T. C. spokesmen testified that 
the commission has uncovered 
price-fixing combines in all but 
two of the 13 major classifications 
of industry. 


Unemployment Compensation Asked by 
Truck Drivers Refusing to Pass Picket Lines 


Are union members who refuse 
to go through picket lines estab- 
lished by other unions eligible for 
unemployment compensation 
California? This is the question 
presented to the state unemploy- 
ment commission by 200 members 
of the teamsters’ union in connec- 
tion with the recent strike of the 
A. F. of L. lumber and sawmill 
workers’ union, in southern Cali- 


in 


fornia. The teamsters’ union, char- 
tered by the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters, Chauffers, 
Stablemen and Helpers of Amer- 
ica, A. F. of L. affiliate, was not 
on strike, but its members volun- 
tarily declined to go through the 
picket lines set up by the lumber 
workers’ union. The  teamsters 


were consequently out of employ- 
ment for the duration of the strike, 
which lasted six weeks.

STATE FEDERATION 
ISSUES BOOKLET ON 
LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 


Booklet Gives Full Particulars 
On Legislative Action of 
State Labor Committee 


The California State Federation 
of Labor’s report on labor legisla- 
tion for the 58rd session of the 
state legislature was issued today 
to all affiliated unions by Edward 
D. Vandeleur, secretary and legis- 
lative agent of the body. 

Condensed into a pocket size 
booklet of 23 type pages, the re- 
port covers the measures spon- 
sored by the California joint legis- 
lative committee, composed of rep- 
resentatives of the railroad broth- 
erhoods and other A. F. of L. 
groups, as well as numerous other 
measures in which labor was inter- 
ested in sponsoring or opposing 
passage. 

Particular attention is called to 
the success of labor in defeating 
anti-labor measures, with refer- 
ence to such legislation in other] 
states. 

Detailed reasons for opposition 
to the so-called wage and hour and 
health insurance bills are given at 
length. 

All measures of interest to labor 
which were enacted and signed by 
the governor will become law Sep- 
tember 19th, unless otherwise spe- 
cifically provided. Measures passed 
and signed, defeated, “pocket ve- 
toed” or failing of passage due to 
committee or other rea- 
sons are segregated in the report. 

The report shows the benefits 
which will accrue to workers as a 
result of laws enacted to liberalize 


the unemployment reserves act, 
workmen’s compensation, old-age 
pensions, aid to the blind, and 


other statutes.

A.F. of L.Has Gained Over 
One and One-Half Million 
Members, Morrison Says 


Big Growth Has Taken Place Since CIO Unions 
Were Suspended, He Tells Printers’ Convention; 
Says Labor Unity Is Blocked by CIO Chief; Denies 
Charge A. F. of L. Menaces Autonomy of 
International Typographical Union 


With the membership of the 
American Federation of Labor ap- 
proaching 4,000,000, an increase of 
approximately 1,600,000 since the 
original CIO unions were suspend- 
ed in 1936, it is evident that the 
fundamental principles and _ poli- 
cies of the federation is gaining 
ever larger support among work- 
ing men and women, Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary-treasurer of the A. 


F. of L., told the delegates to the 
recent eighty-third convention of 
the international typographical 


union at Fort Worth, Texas. 


In addition, Mr. Morrison stressed 
the fact that the continuance of 
negotiations for settling the con- 
troversy between the American 
Federation of Labor and the con- 
gress for industrial organizations 
has been blocked by the head of 
the CIO. He said the idea under- 
lying the CIO had also animated 
similar organizations long since 
dead and predicted that the CIO 
would ultimately follow the same 
course as its predecessors. 


He also punctured the claim that 
the autonomy of the I. T. U. is 
threatened in any way by the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor and 
upheld the legality of the assess- 
ment levied by the A. F. of L. on 
national and international unions 
for organization purposes. 

The text of Mr. Morrison’s ad- 
dress follows: 

I want first to thank President 
Baker for the invitation to be with 
you today and to say to him that I 
appreciate his very pleasant intro- 
duction to the delegates.

ternational typographical union ig 
threatened; that the American 
Federation of Labor would take 
over the printers’ home, take over 
the old-age pension, and the mor- 
tuary fund. 


I want to say that in the consti- 
tution, every national and interna- 
tional union has autonomy; it has 
the right to look after its union; it 
has the right to declare what its 
jurisdiction may be. But you should 
not forget that while you have that 
right, if tomorrow you should de- 
clare jurisdiction over the four al- 
lied trades and they refused to 
comply with the constitution of the 
international typographical union 
and the international typographical 
union attempted to take some of 
their organizations over, then the 
federation, under the certificate of 
affiliation given to those organiza- 
tions, must use their influence to 
prevent the international typo- 
graphical union from taking over 
members that come under their 
jurisdiction. 


There is no one questions the 
right that the international typo- 
graphical union has the power to 
declare its jurisdiction, and to pass 
any laws that it wants to, but if 
they are affiliated with another 
organization, then they must com- 
ply with the rules and regulations 
of that organization. 

I wanted to make that clear, be- 
cause it has been repeatedly stated 
that the federation has authority 
to do certain things. I would chal- 
lenge anyone to show where the 
American Federation of Labor has 
ever interfered with the autonomy 
of the international typographical 
union. In fact, as I recollect it, for 
many years, there was no matter 
that came before the executive 
council or the convention affecting 
the international typographical 
union that was not decided in favor 
of the international typographical 
union. 

Assessment Was Ordered by 
A. F. of L. Convention 

Now, I want to say a word in re- 
gard to a question that has caused 
considerable feeling throughout the 


labor movement, and that is the 
assessment of one cent per month 
per member. 

The claim is made that the as- 
sessment was illegally levied and 
should not be paid. The interna- 
tional typographical union took 
that position by referendum vote. 


They supported that position. 

I want to say that the American 
Federation of Labor enacted the 
assessment at Denver, Colorado. 
convention, with nearly five 
dred delegates seated, passed it

I just want to call your attention 
to the fact that industrial organi- 
zation is not a new thought. It is 


an old idea. 

The Knights of Labor was organ- 
ized, secretly at first and then 
openly, and they put everybody 


into the Knights of Labor, the mas- 
ter workmen, and they found that 
that did not work. They had about 
five hundred thousand members, 
and then they set out after the 
printers and the cigar makers and 
other trade unions, to force them 
in, but the trade union movement 
upset the idea and that organiza- 
tion ceased to exist, and it is today 
only a memory. 

Following that, came the Eu- 
gene V. Debs organization. He 
wasn’t satisfied with the railroad 
brotherhoods and thought that they 


should be put into one organization 
just as soon as the request is made | 


and they would be more success- 
ful. A strike occurred, with con- 
siderable trouble. Eugene V. Debs 
served pretty nearly three years, 
and that organization of his disap- 
peared; it is just a memory, and 
the four brotherhoods are carry- 
ing on business in the same way as 
they did when he attempted to or- 
ganize them. 

Following that came an organ- 
ization in the middle west that 
they called the western federation 
of labor. Later they changed its 
name to the American labor union. 
When the name of the western 
federation of labor was changed to 
the American labor union, Eugene 
V. Debs said, “Go east, where hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers are 
ready to march under the banner 
of international socialism.” That 


organization went out of existence 
and it is a memory. 

Then came the I. W. W., a mili- 
tant organization that used sabo- 
tage. It split into two factions. 
Then one faction split again, and 
they had three organizations. But

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Biggest Wages to 
Older Workers 


After 40 a man may have more 
difficulty in getting a job than the 
man who is only 25 years old. But 
if he has a job, his earning capacity 
appears to be considerably greater 
than that of the younger worker, 
according to a survey of wage rec- 
ords for 1937 made by the bureau 
of old age insurance of the social 
security board. 


This report gives emphasis to 
the finding of the committee on 
employment problems of older 
workers that the general prejudice 
against older workers on the score 
of age alone rests on false impres- 
sions, not facts. Since earnings are 
based on productivity and respon- 
sibility, the figures, as given by the 
social security board, indicate 
clearly that the effectiveness of 
the average worker increases with 
age up to age 50 and continues at 
a relatively high level for the 
upper age brackets.

LOCAL DOCTOR SPEAKS 
ON LOW MEDICAL CARE 
FOR ALL CLASSES 


An appeal for the wider distri- 
bution of preventive medical care, 
and for lowering medical costs for 
lower income groups, was made 
last Tuesday night before the Ala- 
meda County Building Trades 
Council by Dr. Philip J. Lipsett of 
Oakland. 

Dr. Lipsett pointed out the rapid 
development of the preventive 
branch of medical science, and he 
emphasized the importance of dis- 
ease prevention among wage-earn- 
ing and salary groups where the 
cutting off of income because of 
illness is a family disaster. 

High costs and mass inertia have 
been the obstacles in the way of 
bringing the new resources of med- 
ical knowledge to the service of 
the great bulk of the American 
people, according to Dr. Lipsett. 
He called attention to the fact that 
a vast reservoir of medical facili- 
ties and knowledge remains unused 
in America, while millions of men, 
women and children are in acute 
need of medical care. 

Dr. Lipsett advanced the opinion 
that the wider spread of medical 
care would also swiftly advance 
medical knowledge, because of the 
wider base of experience. He is a 
member of the University of Cali- 
fornia medical school faculty, and 
a director of the Stowe-Lipsett 
clinic.

This is not a Labor day message. It is a “morning after” report. 

We just want to make that clear at the outset because of a letter we 
received this week from an esteemed labor paper in St. Louis. The 
editor asked us for a Labor day message. Well, it was a great compli- 
ment, but we were forced to reply that, not being one of the “big shots” 
in the labor movement, we would have to decline the offer. 


That, however, was not the full reason for passing up the opportunity 
so graciously provided. It is our conviction that Labor day is not a very 
good reading day. It is a holiday. To many people Labor day repre- 
sents the last summer week-end at the beach. To others it means 
parades, bands, cheers, picnics, speeches, flag-waving, or any other kind 
of celebration. So we thought the situation over and decided if we ex- 
pected to get anybody to read our stuff we had better save up our 
message until after Labor day and avoid a lot of tough competition. 
Here it is: 


“Let’s keep our feet on the ground.” 

Short and sweet. Judged by Liberty magazine’s timing methods, it 
takes only one-tenth of a second to read. It covers a lot of ground and 
a lot of feet. As we look it over, we’d like to let it stand just as it is. 
That would permit our readers to fill in the blanks and save us the 
trouble. But we might supply a few hints as to how to apply the advice. 
PEACE, PEACE! 

Let’s keep our feet on the ground with regard to what is going on in 
Europe. They’re in a terrible mess over there all over again. But it’s 
their mess. It is not ours. No matter what happens, even war, we must 
be determined to keep out of it at any cost. Any cost would be cheap 
compared with the fearful toll our entry into another European war 
would exact from us. 


Our horror of Hitler matches anyone’s. The sickening spectacle of a 
single ‘bully, a mad, conscienceless dictator lost to all sense of honor any 
decency, plunging millions of people into despair by constant threats of 
war, makes us all feel like fighting just to rid the world of such a men- 
ace to its security. But let’s keep our feet on the ground. Let us remem- 
ber that the conditions which made Hitler’s rise to power possible grew 
out of the selfish and short-sighted ‘settlement’ of the last war. Let us 
remember that the last war was fought to “save the world for democ- 
racy.” See what has happened to democracy since! Let us not be 
stampeded into another war by such slogans as “save democracy for the 
world.” The so-called democratic nations of Europe brought their pres- 
ent troubles on their own heads by trying to carve up their enemies at 
the close of the last war. They are now paying for that sin. Hitler is 
their baby. They have lost many nights’ sleep carrying him up and 
down to keep him from squawking. Now that these methods of appease- 
ment have apparently failed, it is their job to make him behave or slap 
him down. Go ahead and slap him down if you have to, say we, but 
don't ask us for help. We’re out of it. 

POLITICS AND LABOR 

It won't be long now before the propaganda floodgates of politics are 
thrown wide open for the 1940 campaign. Again, we say, let’s keep our 
feet on the ground. Let us not be stampeded one way or the other by 
promises or charges. Let us rather, give a little thought to what ails us 
as a nation and vote for candidates who offer a constructive cure. 

Unemployment, as a word, is beginning to lose its significance. It has 
been used too much. It has become too familiar. It has lost its horror. 
But it is horrible! Just think of the tragedy of a man or woman with a 
family to support trudging the streets trying to find honest work to earn 
a living and being turned away from every door. Think of what goes on 
in that man’s mind and that woman’s mind. Multiply that tragedy by 
ten million and then perhaps we may get an idea of the vast extent of 
this cancerous sore in our economic system. 

Unemployment is an emergency. It is just as much an emergency now 
as it was seven or eight years ago when it first became acute. Prophets 
of doom are willing to concede that because the emergency has lasted 
so long it is now chronic—a condition that will always be with us. This 
we refuse to believe. We insist that something be done about it. We 
insist that all other considerations be waived in the fact of this emer- 
gency. 

We know by now that government relief is not a cure for tunemploy- 
ment. Nor is government pump-priming. They help relieve the suffer- 
ing caused by unemployment. But they do not cure it. No one will dis- 
pute the fact that the only way to cure unemployment is to provide jobs 
for the unemployed in private industry. How can that be done? It is a 
problem for government, business and labor to work out together. First 
of all, it is absolutely necessary to wipe out the distrust that now exists. 
Business distrusts government. Government distrusts business. If we’re 
going ot keep our feet on the ground, those boys had better get together, 
and soon. 

PEACE, PEACE, AGAIN 

There remains but one more word. Organized labor must get its feet 
on the ground. So long as the CIO exists that will continue to be a diffi- 
cult problem. The CIO now is a hateful symbol to the American mind. 
It must be wiped out. Labor peace and unity must be achieved soon in 
the interests of labor and the whole country. That can only be done by 
the dissolution of the CIO and the return of its unions to the American 
Federation of Labor. Come on back boys. The door is open.

The purpose of the visit is to dis- 
cuss international aspects of the 
building industry. 

“It is the first time,” said Presi- 
dent Coyne in making the an- 
nouncement, “that our European 
brethren have attended one of our 
conventions and it is not unlikely 
we will send delegates to theirs. 
There is much in common and we 
can learn from one another.” 

It is probable that the interna- 
tional federation delegates will 
visit many American cities.

In the course of the strike, the 
CIO under the leadership of Jo- 
seph Salerno, Massachusetts state 
director of the textile workers’ 
union of America, has appeared on 
the scene and proceeded to take 
over the company union, signing 
up all strike breakers who have 
been hired since the beginning of 
the strike and who have taken the 
places of the striking A. F. of L. 
employes by passing through the 
picket lines under the protection 
of the state police. 


It is reported that the majority 
of the strike breakers have signed 
application cards voting for affil- 
iation with the CIO. 


A. F.L. GAINS IN CLOSED 
SHOP AGREEMENTS 


Increasingly favorable contracts 
from management have been gained 
by organized labor during the last 
two years, according to an analy- 
sis of union agreements just made 
public by the management re- 
search division of the national in- 
dustrial conference board. 

The number of closed shop agree- 
ments rose from seventeen to thir- 
ty-four in the last two years, ac- 
cording to the study covering 114 
union contracts. Almost the entire 
gain was made by the A. F. of L. 
which had twenty-eight contracts 
with this clause, in comparison 
with twelve two years ago, 

The CIO lost ground in this re- 
spect, having only two closed 
shop agreements in 1939 against 


five in 1937. Four of the seven in- 
dependent unions whose contracts 
were examined provided for the 
closed shop.

Through Proxy Racket, 
O’Mahoney Quiz Reveals 


The title of this piece might 
be ‘Pennies of the poor make! 
fat profits for stockholders in| 
industrial insurance compa- | 
nies.” 

The scene is the home of almost | 
any wage earner in the United | 
States. An agent for an insurance | 
company who can only hold his job | 
by selling more and more policies | 
is “selling.” 

It’s a mutual company owned by 
the policy holders. It is their com-| 
pany, your company, if you have a 
policy. 

What happens to some of these 
mutual companies is illustrated in 
the story of the Monumental Life 
Insurance company of Baltimore, 
Md., once a mutual and now a 
stock company operating in i3 
states. The story was told to the 
O’Mahoney monopoly committee 
Worked Proxy Racket 

The Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany of Baltimore was organized 
in 1870. Through pennies of the 
poor paid for policies, it had a sur- 
plus in 1928 of $641,000. 

The management, officers and 
directors decided to reorganize as 
a stock company because they 
“wanted to control the compan) 

But first the policy holders 
to vote approval. With funds be 
longing to the policy holders 
agents were sent out to induce 
policy holders to sign proxies and 
to waive their rights to buy stock 

About 75 per cent of the policy 
holders either signed or had their 
names signed to proxies, one agent 
testifying he signed many names. 

The officers and directors got 
pratically all the stock and several 
of them have had fat jobs with 
large salaries. 


EL PASO TRUCK DRIVERS 
GAIN INCREASED WAGES 


Truck Drivers’ Local No. 541, A. 
F. of L. affiliate, announced that 
a new union agreement with all 
union trucking companies in El 
Paso had been approved. 

A substantial wage increase and 
a decrease in hours was secured 
for city dock and pick-up men. A 
higher wage rate was also obtained 
for line-drivers.

Brothers Gear and Machine cor- 
poration, Chicago; an “employes’ 
at the American Oil 
company, in Baltimore; the “inde- 
pendent children’s dress workers”, 
at the Harrisburg Children’s com- 
pany, in Harrisburg, Pa., and the 
“fashion shoe workers’ union” at 
Laird, Schober company,  Inc., 
Philadelphia.

which are to be settled according 
to procedure developed by the de- 
partment, the union holding the 
work when the dispute occurs con- 
tinuing to hold it until the dispute 
is adjusted. 


The chief of the building and 
construction trades department 
said the Commonwealth Edison 
company had agreed, in return, ‘‘to 
make the work 100 per cent union.” 

The expansion program, Mr. 
Coyne continued, contemplated a 
hew power plant at Pekin, IIl., re- 
modeling of the Northwest and 
Crawford avenues plants in Chi- 
cago, additional installations at the 
Fish street plant and power lines 
from Pekin to the Crawford ave- 
nue plant. 


Mr. Coyne said the understand- 
ing was reached at a conference in 
Chicago, and that the start of the 
expansion program would depend 
upon how quickly contracts were 
placed. 


Since the agreement between the 
building and construction trades 
department and the associated gen- 
eral contractors was finalized, Mr. 
Coyne said, some 30@ jurisdictional 
disputes had been disposed of pre- 
liminary to continuing building 
operations. 


He declared that manufacturers’ 
associations and banks had made 
inquiries as to the meaning of the 
no-jurisdictional strike policy. 

“I am assuming,” he said, “that 
it means this department is look- 
ing forward to stimulating con- 
struction with private money to 
the end that there will be no need 
for the use of governmental funds 
in competition with private enter- 
prise.” 

He claimed there was an ample 
supply of building mechanics avail- 
able for construction work and that 
the 40 per cent of the A. F. of L. 
membership now working on pub- 
lic construction “will gladly re- 
turn to private employment.”

Solving the Unemployment Problem 

Despite all legislative tinkering, extending over a period of 
ten years, the tragedy of millions of able-bodied working men 
and women consigned to the unemployed army by the refusal 
of those who own and operate the American system of produc- 


tion and distribution, remains the great unsolved problem for 
the congress of the United States. 


The persistence of the unemployed problem was emphasized 
by Senator Alban W. Barkley of Kentucky in opening the de- 
bate in the senate on the $2,490,000,000 bill for financing recov- 
erable (self-liquidating) expenditures of federal funds, a large 
portion of this vast amount being designed for use as loans to 
business concerns, 


After outlining the billions of dollars already spent by the 
federal government to end unemployment by financing the 
works progress administration, the public works administration, 
and the civilian conservation corps, Senator Barkley said: 


“Notwithstanding the fact that we have unbounded credit 
and unbounded resources, and that we have a reserve which 
has been multiplying and accumulating over a period of years, 
drawn from nearly every other nation of the world, due to 
world conditions, we still have a very serious economic condi- 
tion, involving the unemployment of almost 10,000,000 able- 
bodied men who are anxious to work, who desire to make their 
contribution toward recovery and toward the enjoyment of 
normal life in this nation but who are without employment to- 
day through no fault of their own. * * * We have such a con- 
dition that money and men are not being brought together in 
sufficient proximity with resources to bring about the produc- 
tion of commodities for sale in the market place, resulting in 
purchasing power on the part of the American people that 
would enable them to absorb unemployment. * * * So we now 
find ourselves with millions of our people unemployed. We find 
ourselves with undeveloped resources. We find a lack of pur- 
chasing power on the part of the average man and woman and 
the average family in America which makes it impossible for 
the American people to enjoy the degree of prosperity, the de- 
gree of security, the degree of faith in the future which, in my 
judgment, are essential to the perpetuity of our institutions. 


And a major remedy for this tragedy of unemployment, Sen- 
ator Barkley declared, is the enactment by congress of the bill 
placing $2,490,000,000 at the disposal of the government for 
financing recoverable expenditures.

Dies Calls “Patriot” Groups 


Inflame Prejudice to Collect Dollars, Committee 
Chairman Charges; Likens Pelley to Al Capone 


“A bunch of racketeers.” 


That is what members of the Dies committee, 


investigating 


un-American activities, think of leaders of communist, fascist 
and nazi organizations which have sprung up like weeds in all 


sections of the country. 


The conclusion is based on®———H____ 


months of prodding into the 
books of the organizations and 
the examination of their self- 
styled “‘fuehrers’’ and “‘dicta- 
tors.” 

Hiding behind the cloak of “pa- 
triotism,’ these promoters, Chair- 
man Martin Dies declared this 
week, are inflaming religious preju- 
dice and sapping at the very foun- 
dations of the government with the 
sole object of bringing money into 
their coffers, 

Likens Pelley to Capone 

“And the worst of all,” Dies add- 
ed, “is William Dudley Pelley, 
leader of the silver shirts. This 
dictator, who controls 5,000 mem- 
bers and is an agent of a foreign 
government, is a racketeer equal 
to Al Capone. 

Pelley was one of the first of the 
self-appointed leaders of “patriots” 
to declare his,admiration of Adolph 
Hitler, the German dictator. He 
has been invited by Dies to appear 
and testify and agents for the com- 
mittee have sought him in many 
states in an endeavor to subpoena 
him and compel him to testify but 
he still remains “at large.” 

Pelley’s activities appear to have 
been good to him. Since 1931, ac- 
cording to testimony presented by 
a committee investigator, his or- 
ganization has collected $174,000. 
May Face Tax Charge 

Some of the facts uncovered led 
the investigator to charge that as 
much as $100,000 may have been 
diverted to Pelley’s own use. In 
two years, he cashed $69,000 of post 
office and express company money 
orders. Nevertheless, in five years, 
he paid income taxes on only 
$216.36. Dies has asked the bureau 
of internal revenue to investigate 
his income tax reports. 

Tons of Pelley literature which 
flowed from presses owned by a 
number of Pelley’s companies in- 
variably were designed to inflame 
prejudice against the jews. He had 


his Galahad press and his maga- 
zine, the “Liberator” and his 
“Foundation for Christian Eco- 
nomics” to carry on his propagan- 
da. The Galahad press disappeared 
and Pelley’s assistants were given 
orders to “clean records clean.” 
Picked to Bones 


This, according to a committee 
investigator, was done by trans- 
ferring the assets to other con- 
eerns controlled by Pelley. Galla- 
had press became an empty shell 
and went into bankruptcy. The 
losers were several creditors and 
15 preferred stockholders, mostly 
women, 


The committee already has heard 
about the White Camellias, of 
which George Deatherage of West 
Virginia is leader, and the Gold 
Shirts, a California group, and of 
a half dozen short-lived outfits or- 
ganized by Edward James Smythe 
of Washington and paraded under 
names such as national committee 
against communism, protestant 
war veterans and war mothers, 
and protestant civic welfare foun- 
dation. 

Perjury Charge Looms 

Just what is to be done to Fraser 
Gardner, employe of the Skyland 
press and an informant in Wash- 
ington for Pelley, has not yet been 
determined. Dies has suggested 
that Gardner should be cited for 
perjury because of his endeavor to 
become an employe of the Dies 
committee and of his statements 
that he was not associated with 
any of the persons or groups be- 
ing investigated by the committee. 
The U. S. district attorney is study- 
ing the record to determine what 
action can be taken, 

“Most of these organizations 
would add to our collection of na- 
tional humor were it not for the 
racket that is in some of them,” 
said Congressman Jerry Voorhis 
(Dem., Calif.), member of the com- 
mittee. 


NATION OVERRUN WITH 
ALIEN PROPAGANDISTS 


Government Urged by Dies Committee Report to “Crack 
Down’ on Emissaries Seeking Overthrow of Institutions or 
Trying to Involve Country in European Mess 


Hundreds of propagandists for foreign countries are operat- 


ing in the United States and are violating our laws by refusing 
to register with the secretary of state, according to a report of 
the Dies committee of the house.

“Only 351 agents have _ regis- 
tered,” the report made by J. B.

“Substantial evidence causes the 
conclusion there is wholesale vio- 
lation of the foreign registration 
act by hundreds of agents.” 


Behind all this war of propagan- 
da which seeks to influence Amer- 
icans is a_ well-defined motive 
which Mathews reduces to “its 
simplest terms,” as follows: 

“Nations with empires desire to 
keep them and nations without 
empires desire to acquire them.” 
Peep Behind the Scenes 

When Conrad Chapman and Mrs. 
Leslie Fry—those were the names 
by which they were known in Cal- 
ifornia—“discovered” Allen sitting 
at the feet of George Deatherage, 
the self-styled leader of the White 
Camellias, it was not long until 
Allen was visiting the German con- 
sul in San Francisco, was plotting 
with Deatherage an organization 
with nazi trappings and was seek- 
ing the assistance of the anti-labor 
Associated Farmers, Inc., a Cali- 
fornia organization and big busi- 


ness blind for labor-baiting cam- 
paigns. 
Supported by “Cop” 

Allen soon had the co-operation 
of William S. (“Red”) Hynes, chief 
of the “red squad” of the Los An- 
geles police department. And Hynes 
was speaking to Allen’s associates 
and Allen was conferring with 
Hynes and the foreign propagan- 


dists were financing Allen to 
gather into the fold other “pa- 
triots.” 


The first group Allen sought 
was the Associated Farmers, 
Inc., and he had no difficulty 
in interesting the members of 
that organization in this thor- 
oughly un-American enterprise. 
Silver Shirts and White Camel- 
lias, anti-labor groups and Asso- 
ciated Farmers, Inc., nazi agents 
and officials of the nazi govern- 
ment, red-squad officials, and the 
mysterious will-of-the-wisps whose 
present whereabouts are unknown, 
Chapman and Mrs. Fry, were all 
tied together. The plans of their 
directors were to take charge of 
this country “in case of an upris- 
ing.”

you don’t hear any more of the I. 
W. W. It has passed into memory. 

Following that was the “One Big 
Union,” which held sway for ten or 
twelve years in the west, and that 
has passed out of existence. 

Now we have the CIO. I don’t 
very often make prophecies, but it 
is organized for the same reason— 
the idea of forming unions in mass- 
production factories containing all 
of the various crafts and callings. 
That is what it is trying to do. 


When this matter came up first 

—and I will refer you to the last 
' .J three conventions that I addressed, 
| when I gave prepared addresses 
and you can read them—they said 
they had nothing in mind excepting 
the education of workers in favor 
of organization by industries. 

They have a perfect right to agi- 
tate and urge that that course be 
pursued, But as soon as they were 
defeated at Atlantic City, they 
commenced to take other unions. 
It is true that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in accordance 
with the certificates of affiliation, 
gave assistance to the opposition to 
the action of the CIO in endeavor- 
ing to take members already or- 
ganized and putting them into 
their organization. 

They said that they wanted to 
organize the unorganized workers, 
which was their privilege, and we 
did not care about that, but we did 
oppose their taking members that 
had already been organized. 

So I say now, in my opinion, 
without any feeling other than re- 
gret that the condition exists, that 
in a few years the CIO will be a 
memory, lying side by side with 
the other efforts that were made 
to organize by industries. 


Canada Thanksgiving 


A widespread jurisdictional strike 
involving the Associated Actors 
and Artistes of America and the 
International Alliance of Theatri- 
cal Stage Employes and Moving 
Picture Machine Operators of the 
United States and Canada, which 
could paralyze the theatrical and 
motion picture industries, was 
called off on September 3 by an 
agreement between the two unions. 


Under the agreement the Amer- 
ican federation of actors will be 
dissolved and all its members will 
be admitted to a new union created 
by the four A’s, the American 
guild of variety artists. This affil- 
iate was set up after the charter 
of the A. F. A, had been revoked. 
Miss Sophie Tucker, president of 
the A. F. A.. who was suspended 
by the actors’ equity association, 
an affiliate of the four A’s and 
thus practically barred from stage 
appearances, was reinstated by 
equity less than two hours after 
the agreement was announced. 

The announcement of the sign- 
ing of the agreement was made by 
Frank Gillmore, president of the 
four A’s.
